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ABSTRACT: 

The present invention relates to a device intended for training players, 
particularly footballers; it makes it possible to work at all individual and 
team techniques, as well as checked kicks, in order to improve players' skill. 

Each mazmequin 1 is the exact replica of an average individual; it is 
mounted on a base 4 by means of springs 2, 3 which enable it to oscillate when 
touched by the ball. The £issembly is fastened to the ground by driven-in 
stakes 5 which are located under the base 4. A handle is provided in the 
centre of the back of the mannequin in order to make it easier to move. The 
device is produced in hard plastic, but any sufticiently rigid material may be 
suitable. Variants thereof are possible.

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TRAINING DEVICE FOR PLAYERS COMRPISING OSCILLATING 
AND STAND-ALONE MODELS 


The present invention relates to a device, intended for the training of 
players, more particularly, soccer players; it comprises oscillating and stand- 
alone dummies, which may be placed on tiie field in order to fake players in 
as true a fashion as possible and to recreate in this manner the true 
conditions of the game; these dummies may assume different positions. 

In soccer, this device allows to work on all individual and team 
techniques as well as to work on checked kicks in order to improve the skills 
of the players. 

Currently available training devices do not allow the conditions of the 
game to be recreated as faithfully as the present invention.

A training "wall" currently exists, but as the name indicates, this 
system is much less flexible and less realistic, because the dummies are 
attached to the same base, one next to the other; it only allows players to 
work on open kicks. 

In accordance with one embodiment of the invention and in 
accordance with Figures 1 and 2, each dummy (1), made of hard plastic (any 
other impact-resistant material may also be used), is the exact replica of a 
player; the dimensions and proportions are those of an average individual, 
but other dimension may also be employed. Each dummy (1) is mounted on 
springs (2), (3) - two in number - which allow it to oscillated when the 
dummy is impacted by the ball. This assembly is mounted on a base (4) 
made of hard plastic or any other sufficiently rigid material. Each spring (2), 
(3) is attached with one portion to the inside of a bolt (6) on the dummy (1) 
and with the other part to the base (4) by hooks, bolts, or any other adequate 
fastening means. The attachment of the device to the ground is secured by 
driving in stakes - a quantity of four - for example, which are arranged 
undemeath the base (4); the fastaiing means may be different and must be 
suited to the nature of the ground that provides the support (hard soil, soft 
soil, etc.) 
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A handle is provided in the middle of the back of the dummy (1) in 
order to facilitate moving. 

This device, which was basically conceived for soccer training may 
also be used for other purposes. 

Figure 1 is a front view of the device; 

Figure 2 is a top view of the base (4) without the dummy. 

CLAIMS 

1 . Training device for players, more particularly, soccer players, 
characterized in that said device comprises a dummy (1). 

2. Device as defined in Claim 1, characterized in that each dummy is 
mounted on springs (2, (3); each of said springs is affixed with one portion 
vertically to the inside of a peg on the dummy and, with the other portion to 
the base (4) by means of hooks, bolts, or any other adequate fastening 
means. 

3. Device as defined in one of the preceding claims, characterized in 
that each dummy (1) is mounted on a base (4)1 

4. Device as defined in Claim 3, characterized in that the attachment 
of each dummy (1) to the ground, is ensured by four stakes (5) which are 
arranged undemeath the base (4) at the four comers of the same, with the 
tapered shape allowing said stakes to penetrate into the soil, if desired.
